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MARCH  1  INVENTORY 

Inventory  of  hogs  and  pigs  on  March  1,  1978  in  the  14  States  conducting 
quarterly  hog  surveys  was  estimated  at  44.7  million  head,  up  1  percent  from  a  year 
earlier,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board. 

--  Number  kept  for  breeding  at  6.9  million,  was  down  1  percent  from  1977,  but 
4  percent  above  1976. 

--  Number  for  market  at  37.8  million  was  2  percent  above  1977  and  11  percent 
above  1976.    The  prolonged  period  of  cold  winter  weather  slowed  weight  gains 
and  the  movement  of  hogs  and  pigs  to  market  in  the  major  mid-western  States. 

The  14  Quarterly  States  account  for  about  85  percent  of  the  U.S.  hog  and  pig 
i  nventory. 

PIG  CROP  (DECEMBER  1 977-FEBRUARY  1978) 

The  December  1 977-February  1978  pig  crop  in  the  14  States  totaled  15.6  million, 
virtually  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  but  6  percent  above  two  years  ago.  There 
were  2.29  million  sows  farrowed  in  these  States,  down  1  percent  from  the  same  period 
of  1976-77,  but  up  11  percent  from  the  1975-76  period.    Actual  farrowings  for  this 
period  were  substantially  lower  than  intentions.    Winter  weather  and  disease  were 
major  adverse  influences. 

Litter  size  averaged  6.84  pigs  for  the  December  1 977-February  1978  period  com- 
pared with  6.76  a  year  earlier  and  7.16  two  years  ago.    The  low  litter  rate  resulted 
from  deaths  of  young  pigs  because  of  the  prolonged  cold  weather  and  disease  problems. 

FARROWING  INTENTIONS 

Producers  in  the  14  Quarterly  States  intend  to  have  2.9  million  sows  farrow  in 
the  March-May  1978  period,  1  percent  more  than  both  1976  and  1977. 

Farrowing  intentions  reported  for  the  June-August  1978  period  are  2.68  million 
sows,  2  percent  less  than  1977  but  6  percent  more  than  1976. 


Estimates  of  inventory  numbers  and  pig  crop  for 
the  14  Quarterly  States  as  published  December  22, 
1977  have  been  revised.    The  revisions  are  in- 
cluded  in  this  report.

PRIMARY  DATA  USED  IN  SETTING  THESE  HOG  ESTIMATES  WERE  OBTAINED  FROM  A  MULTIPLE  FRAME  PROBABILITY  SURVEY. 
INFORMATION  WAS  COLLECTED  BY  MAIL,  TELEPHONE  AND  PERSONAL  INTERVIEWS.     SINCE  ALL  OPERATIONS  WITH  HOGS 
WERE  NOT  INCLUDED  IN  THE  SAMPLE,  SURVEY  ESTIMATES  ARE  SUBJECT  TO  SAMPLING  VARIABILITY.    THIS  VARIABILITY, 
AS  MEASURED  BY  THE  RELATIVE  STANDARD  ERROR,  IS  ABOUT  TWO  PERCENT  AT  THE  14  QUARTERLY  STATE  LEVEL  FOR  HOG 
INVENTORY.    THIS  MEANS  THAT  CHANCES  ARE  APPROXIMATELY  95  OUT  OF  100  THAT  A  SURVEY  ESTIMATE  WILL  BE  WITHIN
